HB 337 FAUCHEUX ELECTED OFFICIALS  (Constitutional Amendment)
Changes election of the governor and of officials elected

HB 105 GUILLORY, E. ELECTIONS/CONGRESSIONAL  Increases the
compensation of commissioners-in-charge and
commissioners who serve at the polls on election day

HB 152 GUILLORY, E. (TBA) ELECTIONS  Prohibits the use of electronic
communication devices while a voter is in a voting
machine (Subject to Rule Suspension)

HB 415 POWELL, M. ELECTIONS/DATES  Eliminates the January election
date for bond, tax, and other proposition elections

HB 37 SCALISE GOVERNMENT ORGANIZATION  Creates an
independent office of the state inspector general within
the office of the governor

HB 208 BOWLER ADMIN LAW/DIVISION  Requires an agency to
comply with the final order or decision of an
administrative law judge issued following an
adjudication by the division of administrative law

HCR 63 DANIEL PUBLIC OFFLS/EMPS  Urges and requests all public
bodies and officers to give information to the public
about applicants and candidates for public positions of
authority and to discontinue the practice of oral only
contacts and interviews

HB 175 WHITE PUBLIC RECORDS  Creates an exception to public
records provisions for the personnel records of law
enforcement personnel

HB 252 ARNOLD PUBLIC MEETINGS  Provides for public comment at
the beginning of a school board meeting and provides
for additional public comment if the school board adds
a matter to its agenda

HB 497 SMITH, JACK CONSTITUTION/CONVENTION  Provides for a
general constitutional convention to be convened on
August 8, 2005



HB 222 TOOMY SCHOOLS/BOARDS  (Constitutional Amendment)
Prohibits, with certain exceptions, legislative mandates
increasing the financial burden of local school boards
unless enacted by two-thirds of the elected members of
each house of the legislature

HB 405 ALEXANDER SCHOOLS/BOARDS  Provides relative to term limits
for the Lafayette Parish School Board subject to voter
approval

HCR 19 FAUCHEUX LANGUAGES  Memorializes congress to enact
legislation establishing English as the official language
of the United States

HCR 62 CRAVINS, JR. LEGISLATIVE AFFAIRS  Directs the clerk of the
House of Representatives and the secretary of the
Senate, upon the death of a legislator, to notify certain
legislators of capital outlay projects the deceased
legislator had submitted for inclusion in the capital
outlay budget or Capital Outlay Bill

HR 7 BURNS HOUSE/RULES  Requires any person who submits
data or statistical information in a prepared statement to
a committee to include information to identify the source
of the data or information in the statement
